Atkinson renews his advice to the south 
to invest in improvements relating to the 
culture of cotton and in other channels 
of business rather than in the manufac- 
ture of cloth. He does not restate his 
objections to the erection of cotton facto- 
riesin this section, but they are mani- 
festly the same which we felt called upon 
to review sometime ago. The point that 
Mr. Atkinson evidently intends to make 
is that the south should be in no hurry
